N disclosing that our governm ent is m aking progress with its 


plan tor an arrangem ent with Great Britain to exchange 
surplus cotton and wheat tor rubber and tin, Secretary Hull in­ 
dicates that it has his full approval as an emergency measure. 
On the British side that emergency is the threat of war. 
For 
us the scheme conies under the head of national detense. 
As a commercial transaction this plan would be open to 
serious objection. 
It is true that it holds an advantage tor us in 
the disposal ot part of the enormous surpluses of the commodi­ 
ties involved. 
But still more important is acquisition of large 
supplies of materials that are indispensable in time of war, but 


are not produced in this country. 
It is essential that safeguards be established against prem a­ 
ture release ot these surplus stocks. 
Oilier wise they would lie a 
continuing threat to existing price levels. 
1 hey must be held 
in store precise!v as it ther were reserves of ammunition. 
An interesting new development is the fact that Ambassador 
Kennedy is seeking to dispose of much more than the two million 
bales of cotton originally mentioned, which would not make a 
ver\ large dent in ’he total surplus of eleven million. 
In the 
technical economic sense all trade is barter. But it would he well 
for our government to make clear that we are not going in for 
wholesale swapping as a permanent policy. 
Both commercially 
and politically that has proved to be an unsound procedure.

Indeed, he might

That record, more than a mile short of the present one, held un ­ 
til 1902, when Rear Admiral Gleaves in the U. S. S. Dolphin got a sound­ 
ing of 4.662 fathoms.

COST OF GOVERNMENT 
How the cost of government in the United States has m ounted dur­ 
ing the past generation may be gleaned from the following figures pre­ 
sented by the National Grange; 
In the year 1903. when our population was 80.983,000, the total tax 
burden, national, state and local, was SI.382.000.000. 
At th at time, the 
per capita oi taxation, the theoretical am ount which each man, woman 
and child pays toward the support of government, was $17 07. 
Ten years later, in 1913. the population increased to 96,512,000. 
At 
th a t time the taxes levied by all units of government amounted to $2,- 
187,000.000, giving us a per capita figure of $2266. 
In 1938 the population was estim ated at 130,000.000. 
Total taxes 
amounted to $ 13,214.000.000, with a per capital rate of $ 101.65. 
D evastating as these figures are, they do not tell the whole story 
because they do not take into account the am ount borrowed and spent 
by the various units of government. 
These debts should properly be re­ 
garded as deferred taxation! 
In due time, they m ust be paid with in ter­ 
est. 
As is known to all men, the Federal governm ent is the chief of­ 
fender in this orgy of spending, extravagance and waste. 
In 1903 the 
taxes levied by the Federal governm ent amounted to only $521,000,000. In 
1938 Federal taxes aggregated $6.114,000,000. 
But Federal expenditures 
amounted to nearly ten billion dollars, or roughly 20 times as much 
as in 1903. 
New Deal pum p-prim ing theories notwithstanding, a nation can­ 
not rax itself into prosperity; the reverse is usually true.

PREVENT TOMORROW S FIRES 
Prevent tomorrow's fires by building todays buildings safely. 
There’s a motto th at should never be out of the mind of anyone 
planning to erect a structure of any kind—or civic authorities responsible 
for local building codes. 
The National Board of Fire Underwriters has made a new study 
of building fires. 
This stud« shows that there are “several outstanding 
1 actors which not only in themselves increase the probability of losses 
because of inherent conditions, but also prevent effective fire fighting. 
These factors make up a lengthy list. Some of the m ajor ones are: Ex­ 
cessive areas, open stairways, uninsulated steelwork, lack of fire doors, 
and weak floors and structural members which fail swiftly when fire 
breaks out. 
Another danger, found in m any buildings, is the existence 
of inaccessible places where fires can grow; without discovery until they 
have gone beyond immediate control. 
The solution to bad building, naturally, lies in the passage and 
rigorous enforcem ent of up-to-date building codes. 
It is true th at a 
sound code may increase costs of construction to some extent. 
But it is 
also true in the words of the National Board, th at “each day examples 
arise in w hich some cheapening of construction has caused the loss of a life 
or the destruction of property values which may influence the economic 
well-being oi ?hr entile comm unity.’ 
Certainly >aving a few dollars In 
the initial cost of a building, isn't wortji the risk entailed. 
There isn’t a town in America, no m atter how small, that can a f­ 
ford to be without a sound building code—or to continue m force a code 
that is obsolete and out of accord with the conditions of today.
